has apparently collapsed, and 
K earney and his sand-lot follower are again 
emulating the mildness of the sucking dove 
in their Sabbath-day roarings. 
Vague ru­ 
mors of the revival of the Vigilance Com­ 
m ittee are to be credited with their return to 
reason, or what pastes for it at the sand lots ; 
but there is still some apprehension oHtrouble 
when the time comes for enforcing the con­ 
demnation of Chinatown. 
Fam iliarity with 
the metal and methods of the agitators leads 
your reporter to take no stock in these appre­ 
hensions. 
He is convinced th at neither 
among the leaders nor the followers can the 
materials for desperate deeds be found. They 
are unanimous when it comes to legislating 
other people's rights away, and there are 
enough of them who would willingly plunder 
if somebody else could be found to get up a 
big disturbance. 
One hardly knows whether 
to regard the people of San Francisco with 
pity or contempt. 
Probably a m ixture of 
the two is the sentim ent th at animates all 
who have had an opportunity of studying 
the men who for now almost three years have 
kept this city in constant turmoil, who have 
paralyzed 
its business 
and 
checked its 
growth. 
During all th at time it has been 
in constant dread of mob violence, and yet at 
no time has there beeu a shadow of a doubt of 
the ability of the authorities to preserve order. 
The present trouble differs oniy from the dis­ 
turbances that have preceded it in th at it has 
been the result of a deliberate and systematic 
scheme, while former excitements have, in a 
great measure, been spasmodic and spon­ 
taneous in their nature. 
The whole thing 
was planned before a step was taken. 
M ys­ 
terious hints of tiie formation of a gigantic 
secret organization were given out. 
The 
fences and dead walls were garnished with 
vague threats of destruction, and in due time, 
as if without previous concert, the so-called 
“ unemployed” began their demonstration by 
parading the streets and holding meetings. 
The recognized leaders of the W orkingmen 
were conspicuously absent. 
Gannon and 
Steinm an and Mrs. Sm ith took the lead, but 
there is no shadow of doubt th at the pro­ 
gramme was arranged hy K earney and Kal- 
loch and their associates. 
Even the men who 
were to take part in the procession and the 
establishments to be visited were agreed 
upon. 
The following were to some extent 
kept in ignorance of the designs of their 
leaders, but even some of them seerned to 
realize th at they were masquerading. 
The 
object was simply to keep life iu the party by 
giving the individual members something to 
talk ab o u t; to inspire vague hopes of accom­ 
plishing some great advance in their cause ; 
to keep the movement in the newspapers and 
in people’s mouths ; to irritate and excite 
capitalists and business men. 
I t was prob­ 
ably known to the leaders th at the order de­ 
claring Chinatown a nuisance would be issued, 
aud th at certain proscriptive measures would 
be adopted by the Legislature. 
They wished 
to make it appear that the W orkingmen were 
all-powerful to inlluence legislation, and to 
flatter their ignorant followers by showing 
th at the whole State stood in terror at their 
parades. So far as irritating the business 
men here was concerned they have succeeded 
belter than they expected to. People are be­ 
ginning to realize th at a light anti a final set­ 
tlem ent would be preferable to this continual 
agitation. 
The uneasiness, the constant 
dread of a disturbance, the annoyance of 
these repeated alarms, has damaged San 
Francisco far m ort than an open outbreak 
would have done. 
Pittsburg, dreadfully as 
it was harried in the summer of 1877, has es­ 
caped far better than we have, and not a few 
of the merchants have arrived at the conclu­ 
sion th at the sooner the atmosphere is cleared 
hy a wholesome violence the better. 
B ut the 
W orkingmen’s leaders w ant nothing of the 
kind. 
In the first place they are arrant cow­ 
ards, and could not be induced to fight any­ 
thing more dangerous than an inoffensive 
Chinaman, and in the next it would not serve 
their turn to briDg things to a conclusion in 
this way. 
W hat they w ant is constant agi­ 
tation and disorganization. 
In settled times 
they stand no possible show, but if the up: 
roar th at has prevailed for the past few years 
can be prolonged, there is no telling what fat 
things may fall to their share. 
Already they 
have made themselves comfortable places in 
the city government and the legislature. 
Some of them expect to get into Congress, 
and they have not by any means lost the 
hope of securing control of the State gov­ 
ernment, when, of course, the rank and file is 
to be rewarded hy employment on public 
improvements, with short hours, easy work 
and 
big 
pay 
as the inducements. 
In 
pursuit of this programme these scoundrels 
will keep up their agitation, giving it some 
new phase as often as their ingenuity can in­ 
vent one, threatening fearful vengeance on all 
who oppose them, hut always stopping short 
of actual violence. 
I t m ay be inquired, Is 
there not danger th at they will lose control of 
their followiug and he cairied against their 
will into a riot ? Y our correspondent thinks 
not. 
They will always yield to a display of 
power hy the lawful authorities, their dedgn 
being to get entire control, and when under 
the shadow of law to carry out their illegal 
ideas. 
There is far more probability that 
respectable people here, disgusted with the 
continual agitation, will suddenly take these 
loud-mouthed agitators at their words and 
erect a gallows on the sand lots themselves. 
The organization of the Vigilance Committee 
may have only been talk, hut the city is ripe 
for it, and an immediate repetition of the 
performances of the past two weeks would 
probably bring it about. 
This the W orking­ 
men api>ear to urjjerstand, snd it is likely 
that, unless some unexpected trouble arises 
within a few days, they will subside long 
enongh to allow the public to regain its cus­ 
tomary peaceable condition.

AN INEFFECTIVE PROPOSITION. 


A bill has been introiluced to the Assem­ 
bly by Mr. Chamberlain, of Placer, pro­ 
viding for the expenditure of $(>00,000 in 
building dams to retain the debris in the 
mountains. 
This bill does not meet the 
emergency, and like all compromises it is a 
failure. 
To impound the debris in the 
mountains is not to relieve the rivers from 
the sediment which is filling them up. 
No 
scheme consisting solely of dams can pro­ 
tect Sacramento and. M arysville from the 
danger of floods. 
The dams would only 
hold hack the coarser debris. 
They would 
afford a measure of protection to the lands 
lying immediately at the foot of 
the 
hills, 
but they would not 
keep back 
that 
lighter 
detritus 
which 
is 
what 
has 
already 
raised 
the 
bed 
of 
the 
Sacramento river so much, and which, if 
left to How down as heretofore, must in 
a few years destroy the navigability of 
the 
stream 
altogether. 
In 
order 
to 
deal w ith that lighter debris it is neces­ 
sary that the banks of the river should be 
leveed, arid that thus the channel should 
be narrowed, and the flood waters be 
made to scour out the river bed. 
And 
it is evident that this can only be done 
by a comprehensive scheme, such as the 
Parks bill. 
The Chamberlain bill might 
be accepted as a compromise by the hy­ 
draulic miners, and perhaps by the farm­ 
ers on Pear river and the vicinity. 
The 
passage of such a measure would possibly 
enable the prcseut owners of the hydraulic 
mines to dispose of their property, a 
design which some 
of 
them are said 
to 
entertain, 
but 
which 
has 
hereto­ 
fore been obstructed by the litigation 
in progress. 
Such a measure, however, 
holds out no hope of relief to Sacramento 
and M arysville, or to any of the owners of 
the lower valley lands. 
Its passage would 
leave the danger from debris just where it 
is to-day, so far as this city is concerned, 
and when the $600,000 had been expended 
it would be necessary to begin the real 
work of protection all over again. 
The 
report of the State Engineer proves con­ 
clusively that no hill of this kind can meet 
the demands of the situation. 
It is little 
more than a trick to stave off useful legis­ 
lation, and therefore it ought to be rejected. 


Mr. Cadwalr.der has addressed a com­ 
munication to cur evening contemporary 
upon the debris question. Mr. Oadwalader 
begins bis effusion by somewhat unneces­ 
sarily taking to himself the intimation of 
the R e c o r d - U n i o n that the opposition to 
the Parks bill was being engineered by at­ 
torneys, for the sake of fees, contingent 
and otherwise. 
N ow we did not mention 
Mr. Cadwalader’s name; and there are 
other attorneys engaged in fighting the 
Parks bill. 
Are we, therefore, to under­ 
stand that our accomplished and patriotic 
friend admits himself to he the only at­ 
torney liable to the suspicion of specially 
interested m otives, and particularly of a 
passionate yearning after contingent fees? 
Such an interpretation of his otherwise

The evil work of detraction still goes on, 
and the fair fame of the city is exposed to 
as serious attacks as ever. 
The fact re­ 
mains that there arc there certain turbu­ 
lent elements capable of being excited to a 
dangerous readiness for overt acts of vio­ 
lence, and that the free permission to stir 
up disaffection, to threaten property, to 
bully the authorities, and to denounce the 
laws, has been recognized so long as to 
have almost attained the dignity of pre­ 
scription. 
It is clear to all who observe 
the situation from w ithout that while this 
condition of things is allowed to exist there 
can he no permanent safety for San Fran­ 
cisco, and consequently no stable prosper­ 
ity. 
These disturbances have been going 
on so long already as almost to have become 
chronic, and there is no more indication of 
a natural termination of them to-day than 
there was three years ago. 
No community 
can submit quietly to this kind of persist­ 
ent anarchy without losing prestige and 
reputation. 
San Francisco is being Mc.xi- 
canized. 
That is the obvious truth. 
And 
unless some resolute and comprehensive 
measures are soon adopted, to put an end 
at once and for all time to these insupport­ 
able outrages and abuses, the decline of 
the city must be anticipated.

only aggravate the evil. 
It is a disease 
which eall3 for the actual cautery, and if 
that be not applied before long, the sys­ 
tem of the patient will he undermined, 
and he w ill sink and perish.

EASTERN 0FINI0N ON THE SAN FRAN­ 
CISCO SITUATION. 


UNSETTLED. 


The question whether a legislativo body 
has the power to suspend its own members 
has not received any light from the Su­ 
preme Court, Mr. Braunh art's appeal to 
that body having been unfortunately de­ 
layed so long that his suspension had ex­ 
pired before the case could be brought be­ 
fore the Court. 
It is probable, however, 
that the Legislature w ill continue to act 
upon the theory that they do possess such 


a right, aud still more probable that they 
w ill be warranted in doing so. 
Their right 
to expel members is, of course, unques­ 
tionable, and the right to expel logically 
im plies the right to inflict a minor punish­ 
m ent in the same line. 
The authority nec­ 
essary to the preservation of order in a de­ 
liberative body m ust embrace a right to 
visit penalties upon contumacious mem­ 
bers, and it is obvious that in certain cases 
the penalty o f suspension would be the 


o n ly one applicable. 


For several days past the telegraph has 
been bringing us copious extracts from 
the N ew York press in regard to the 
threatened disturbances in San Francisco. 
The tenor of the views so expressed ap­ 
pears to be that the main reliance of San 
Francisco for the preservation of law and 
order is upon a Vigilance Committee. 
It 
seeni3 to be thought that sucli an organi­ 
zation would prove too strong for the 
turbulent element, but it is apparent that 
there is very little confidence in the abil­ 
ity of San Francisco to protect herself 
without having recourse to this illegiti­ 
mate means of defense. 
Now, though the 
belief of the Eastern press in the ulti­ 
mate power of the supporters of law and 
order to save society from anarchy may at 
first sight be thought reassuring, reflection 
w ill emphasize the fact that the line 
of argument

by these 
journals 
is 
really 
a 
covert 
impeachment 
of 
California civilization. 
They, in fact, ap­ 
pear to take it for granted that the legi­ 
timate methods of preserving order in San 
Francisco are no longer available, and that 
a crisis has been reached at which the sole 
recourse is the opposition of force to force. 
It should not require to be pointed out 
that to imply this of any community is to 
strike an almost deadly blow at its credit 
and reputation. 
It is to compare it with 
those Mexican provinces or South Ameri­ 
can sham republics where anarchv is al­ 
most the normal condition of tliiugs, and 
where all parties resort to force as the

He saiil men of means unquestionably get 
tiie most of the large laws passed by Con­ 
gress which deprive poor men and men <f 
moderate means of the privilege of bidding. 
Under the- existing laws bidders are com­ 
pelled to deposit 5 per cent, of the amount 
of their bids when over $5,000. 
They have 
to give double sets i.f securities, and fine and 
imprisonment are the penalties for failing to 
perform the service. A single route at the last 
general letting lequired a certified cheek for 
815.000 and a double set of securities iu 
•8600,000 each. 
When we came to the last 
quarterly letting I was fortunate enough to 
have a little means, and 1 have some frieude, 
so 1 bid one very important route in. 
I 
depo-ited in 
the Post-office Department 
1 think from S100.000 to $200,000 in certified 
cheeks. 
I got my friends iu California, llag- 
gin & Tevis, and other gentlemen who have a 
large quantity of real estate, to go oa my 
bonds to the amount of several millions of 
dollars. 
1 bid on hundreds of routes in that 
way. 
Another less fortunate man could not 
bid on more than one or two routes, and 
when I hid on hundreds I am more likeIy to 
get more routes than the man who bids on 
only two, especially when I am familiar with 
the whole Western couutry, aud know pre- 
cbe'y what I can do, and have a big amouut 
of stock ready to put on the routes. 
That 
explsins it. 
(¿utstiun—AVas there no understanding or 
arrangement among the contractors on the 
subject? Answer—Never, so far as I have 
any experience. 
We fight each other very 
fiercely for die mail contracts. 
I have al­ 
ways fought ray battles alone, without any 
help from any quarter. 
Salisbury illustrated the rapid growth of 
the western country, and the consequent 
necessity for increasing the service from time 
to time as follows: 
“ I ran the first stage 
line ever run from the Union Pacific Rail­ 
road to the Black Hills—a distance of about 
300 miles. 
I started it about four years ngo. 
I think w hen I first commenced it mails per­ 
haps would not amont toa hundred-weight in 
a week. 
Now on the same line of road I am 
transporting daily a thousand pounds to a 
ton per <lav, and that increase operates very 
frequently through that Western country- on 
ail of our lines.” With reference to the argu­ 
ment that the provision of the House bill re­ 
quiring an annullment of contracts for in­ 
creased service, it is not unjust to contractors, 
because they took their contracts subject 
to annuUtuenf on one month’s pay. 
He in­ 
sisted that although this was true in letter it 
was false in fact, for the reason that the per­ 
formance of such contracts for increased fre­ 
quency and expedited s]>eed involved great 
additional expenditures on the part of con­ 
tractors. which they would not have entered 
into if they thought there was any possibility 
of an abrogation of the contracts, except for 
such causes as the extension of railroads, etc. 
He also remarked, concerning thi* provision 
of the House b ill: It not only curtails the 
exoedition and takes away from us the pay 
after we have established ourselves on these 
mute», paid for hundreds of stations, bought 
thousands of horses, but reduces us back 
again to such a schedule and such a rate of 
speed that no business roan will patronize us. 
Such men 
cannot 
afford ,the 
time or 
endure ¡the hardships it would take 
to

of 
that 
kind. 
The merchants 
patronize 
us 
to a great 
extent with heary and bulky freight that 
Legislature give us the opportunity to decide ^¡annot go through the m ails. E xcept when 
it im m ediately, and at the L a-t expense 
they can save six, eight or ten days by doing 
A P ioneer. 
■ -it, they w ill patronize a freight company 
that m akes alm ost the same tim e we could 


and carry at a much less rate. 
It not only 
takes our mail away from u-\ bqt ruins our 
business after we have established it.” The 
indications at the meeting of the full Senate 
Committee to-:lay were that the bill will be 
amended so as to provide for a continuance 
of all existing service without any diminu­ 
tion whatever, but that the committee will 
also recommend the adoption of a resolution 
censuring- the Postoftice Department for ex­ 
travagance and an improper use of its dis­ 
cretionary powers. 
T h e Telegraph W a r —Farther P a r t i c u l a r s . 
N ew Y ork, Alarch 1st.—The officials of 
the Western Union Telegraph Company to­ 
day state that steps have been takea to regain 
its property, lately siezed in defiance of law. 
Ex-Secretary Bristow goes to-morrow to Chi­ 
cago in behalf "f the Western Union to assist 
the resident counsel there. 
The officials also 
state that the Atlantic and Pacific Company 
built the lines on the Baltimore and Ohio 
road from Baltimore to Wheeling, and had a 
contract with the Baltimore and Ohio also 
for the business done by the latter’s own 
offices. 
The Baltimore and Ohio had a right 
to take the wires which the Atlantic and Pa­ 
cific had built, on paying the expense aud 
giving a year's notice. 
This, it is claimed, 
has nut been done. 
A s to the Kansas Pacific 
line, there may be some doubt regarding the 
exclusive control on the part of the Western 
Union, hut the company certainly has the 
right to the property they have erected them­ 
selves. 
The following statement iu regard to the 
action of the Union aud Kansas I’acifie 
Railroad Companies in assuming entiro con­ 
trol of the telegraph lines along the route of 
these roads is made hy J. N. Dillon, coun­ 
sel for the American Union Telegraph Com­ 
pany : 
1 lie disputed lines of telegraph on the Kansas 
Pacific and Union Pacific Railroads were built and 
are owned by the two railroad companies. 
In the 
case of the form er road tbis contract claims to give 
the Western Union Tciegra, li Company a monopoly- 
f..r com m ircial business for 2j years.

ease the Union 
Pacific inade a lease,

monopoly — in 
both 
cases supjcct to the rights of t lie Government. 
Doth of these lines have been at all times worked by 
employes of the railroad company, and have not 
been at any tim e in possession of either of the tele­ 
graph companies. The rai¡road-com pany has not 
seized the Hues, already having possession thereof. 
All th at the railroad company has done is to operate 
its own lines independently, as its charter requires, 
giving equal privileges to all ar.d exclusive privi­ 
leges to none. 
It is denied at the headquarters of 
the Union Pacific Railroad Company here th at the 
American Union Telegraph Company had seized the 
wires, or has, or is to have any exclusive rights or 
privileges over the Western Union or Atlantic and 
Pacific Telegraph Companies. The crisis was precipi­ 
tated by a formal demand upon the two railroad 
companies by the American Union to receive and 
transm it its telegraph business at Omaha and Kan­ 
sas City upon equal term s with th at of the older 
telegraph companies, aud this demand made it 
necessary for the railway company to operate and 
control the telegraph lines in < rdcr to comply with 
its charter and escape the penalties for refusing to 
do business for all persons and cnnq>nuic9 without 
discrimination. 


INJUNCTION GRANTED. 
Omaha, March 1st.—Judge Emery, of the 
United States Circuit Court at Keokuk, fa., 
to-day granted a temporary injunction, re­ 
straining the Union Pacific from interference 
vrith the Western Union lines. 
The in­ 
junction was received here by telegraph, and 
the officers of the Union Pacific were served 
with notices. 
The Atlantic and Pacific lines, 
which were recently seized by the Union Pa­ 
cific, are being guarded to-night by the Union 
Pacific employes.

Pacific and Kansas Pacific Railroads by Jay 
Gould’s company is based upon statements 
which must undoubtedly have been furnished 
him by his client, but which are certainly 
erroneous. 
P a c ific H a i l a n t i th e R a i lr o a d s . 
N ew Y o r k , March 1st.—The facts respect­ 
ing the arrangement between the Pacific 
Alail Steamship Company and the Pacific rail­ 
roads are a9 follows : 
A traffic arrangement, 
to run five years, has lieeu agreed upon by 
the resi>ective committees* of the railroads 
and 
the 
steamship 
company, the 
rail­ 
roads to pay the steamship line ¿110,000 
per mouth in consideration of the rights 
of the railroads 
to 
fix rates 
for Cal­ 
ifornia passengers and freight. 
The roads 
are to purchase two steamers of the China 
line—the City of Peking aud City of Tokio— 
for $1,200.000, paying for them in install­ 
ments of $100,000 iter month, the purchase 
being subject to an inspection of the steamers 
within ninety days. 
A prominent officer of the Pacific Alail 
Company says : The Isthmus, South Amer­ 
ican and Alexiean coast business now pays 
more than its working expenses, and will 
show a balance of $10,000 a month toward 
the sinking fund. 
The amount received, 
therefore, from the Pacific roads as a subsidy 
is sufficient to pay six per cent, on the capital 
8.otk. 
Ilufus Hatch to-day, upon being asked the 
reason of the sudden advance in Pacific Alail, 
said: “ Why, Jitn Ivene and Henry Hart 
own roost of it, anti as the subsidy from the 
Pacific roads makes it a dividend-paying 
stock they can do about as they please with 
it. 
That is all there is about it.” 
Necessity for s o m e Form c f G overn m en t 
111 A la s k a . 
N ew York, Alarch 1st.—The Times argues 
the necessity of an immediate extension of 
some form of government over Alaska, and 
says : 
A pirty of real estate dealers could 
take Alaska from the Government’s hands 
for the sum the Government paid, and with a 
political power like that formerly possessed 
by the East ludia Company, make it for 
themselves a paying investment. 
Nothing 
like this, of c iurse, can or ought to be done ; 
but this possibility will serve to overthrow 
the pretense that Alaska is worthless. 
The 
revenues could easily he increased to $500,­ 
000, or double the cost of a Territorial Gov­ 
ernment.

Committee on Appropriations held two meet­ 
ings to-day (heforc and after the session of the 
Senate), which were devoted to the subject 
ot the star mail service deficiencv. 
This 
committee adjourned until Wednesday with­ 
out a vote on the jier.dirg House bili or any 
amendments, but the expressions of opinion 
to-day were such as to indicate a strong pos­ 
sibility that the committee will advise the 
Senate to increase the amount granted by 
the House to a sum sufficient to continue the 
mail service under the existing contracts upon 
all star routes throughout the remainder of 
the current fiscal year. 
It is intimated by 
members of the committee that this recom­ 
mendation will he accompanied with a reso* 
lution of censure upon the Department for 
its alleged extravagant expenditure of last 
year’s appropriation. 
Postmaster - General 
Key and Assistant Postmaster-General Brady 
informed the committee that according to their 
latest estimates (including an estimate of 
§200,000 for fines and deductions from con­ 
tractor), a deficiency appropriation of $],- 
500.000 will be sufficient to meet the require­ 
ments of the existing service, ami probably 
allow something for an increase, although not 
nearly as much as they think the rapid de­ 
velopment of the western country will de­ 
mand. 
They have also informed the commit­ 
tee that out of the amount granted by the 
House bill of $1,070,000 not les* than ¿000,­ 
000 would have to be given to the contractors

There is trouble between Drainage and 
Reclamation D istrict No. 1 and the city of 
Sacramento, and the facts Ebould be clearly 
understood. 
The most im(>ortaut part of the 
drainage system of Sacramento is the drain­ 
age caual. 
U nder the old regime the Super­ 
visors haul control of the canal. 
I t was hut 
little more than a ditch then, and a bad one 
a t that. 
I t annually overflowed beloW R 
street, and created a disease-breeding pond. 
F irst in hand, when it came under charge of 
the Trustees, was to connect Burns’ tlough 
w ith it. 
This has been done. 
The slough 
has been broadened and deepened, culverted 
in places* piped, and is now a fine, broad ca­ 
nal itself, taking all the east-eud drainage 
outside the Y -street levee and into the drain­ 
age canal. I t drains all the low lands beyond 
R street and cast of Tenth, and prevents the 
accumulation of pond* iu the old brick-yards. 


T H E DR AINA G E CANAL. 
The drainage canal begins at Sixth and R 
streets. 
I t is here a 30-inch cement pipe to 
V street, and will be led next summer past 
the Y -itrie t levee. 
Property in all that sec­ 
tion has felt the benefit and has eppreciated 
gratifyingly. 
The caual pursues the old line 
back of the cemetery to the Riverside road, 
and has been deepened and widened until it 
is there 10 feet broad at the bottom, with 
banks thrown up so th at hereafter no cattle 
will be able to trample the canal out of sight. 
A t the top it is fully 25 feet from bank to 
bank. 
From there to Sutterville lake the 
canal is 15 feet on the bottom, with propor­ 
tional breadth at the top. 
From there to 
Beach’s lake the bottom width is 25 feet. 
No 
difficulty was experienced in deepening and 
widening the canal, and in occasionally chang­ 
ing its course from the old line, until the 
swampy lauds just below the Sutterville 
Brewery were reached, where owners ob­ 
jected to the course taken, and an injunction 
was sued out against the city. 
A fter much 
trouble a cron uroinise was effected, and the 
canai pushed on. 


CIN C H IN G TH E CITY. 
In some places the city was forced to pay 
as high as §65 per acre for land taken, and 
this in cases where the land was covered with 
tules and apparently worthless without recla­ 
mation, which this caual will effect, thereby 
bringing the land up to high values. 
Oppo­ 
site the lower end of Sutterville lake Willow 
creek, or slough, comes in, draining the whole 
table land region, as far back as Brighton 
Station, and beyond. 
This creek formerly 
sent its floods down upon what is known as 
the Pocket section, breaking back levees and 
rendering habitation difficult, and cultivation 
more so. 
In putting through the canal the 
excavated earth was, as a pule kindness and 
in a neighborly spirit and at additional cost 
and labor, cast up so as to form a practically 
impregnable back levee for the Pocket. 
The 
\\ illow creek waters now enter the caual and 
pass off down it, instead of lodging in the 
Pocket. 
The 
land of the Pocket ami 
of all the river bottom lands below it in Dis­ 
trict No. 1 has been, by the canai and the new 
embankment on the west, securely protected 
and completely reclaimed. 


TH E LAW. 
U nder an A ct of the last Legislature the 
city, in 1878, adopted a levee and drainage 
system which gave her the right to take 
charge of and complete the canal. W hen she 
attem pted to do so she found difficulty in 
several cases about the right of way, some 
parties declaring th at the Supervisors with 
the old ditch had never obtained it, and 
threats were made to fill in the canal, but the 
authorities took possession ot the ditch, gave 
warning against the threatened resistance; 
and finely smoothed the way to settlem ent. 
The law also provides th at the city, having 
once completed the work, .-hall present its 
claim to the reclamation di-tricts through 
which the work passes for payment of a proper 
share of the cost, based upon an adjustm ent 
of damages and benefits to the lands through 
which the canal pa -es. 
If the claim is then 
resisted and arbitration fails, the m atter goes 
into Court, the judgm ent is final, and if for 
the city the district m ust levy atax to meet it. 
The di-trict next below ihe city, D istrict No. 
1, has internal disagreement consequent upon 
supposed cotiHict of interests between the 
np-land owners ami owners of the bottom 
lands, and just now it is 


in d if f ic u l t y w it h t h e c it y, 
As will be shown further on. 
The di-trict 
next below D i-trict No. 1 also last fall had 
its internal troubles. 
Generally the up land 
men were willing to pay for the benefits the 
canal gives them, and so too were the low- 
landers, but the former were unwilling to pay 
anything for the river levee system which is 
so necessary to. the latter, and the latter in 
turn were not willing to pay for canal bene­ 
fits unless the up-lauders bear part of the levee 
burden. 
A t the lower end of the district of­ 
fers were last fall made to pay one-third the 
cost of the canal in the di-trict. but the Trustees 
could not adjudge th at such sura would be a 
proper one. 
W hen the caual is entirely com- 
[deted the questiou as to this district will 
come up again. 
T H E CANAL. 
On K loto farm, between Freeport and 
Willow slough, tiie canal is -10 feet wide 
on top, and 25 in the button. 
From this 
place on 
toward Freeport the canal is 
cut 
through 
a high ridge, and the ex­ 
cavation, 
from the 
iwlcs 
of 
earth 
on 
one side to the other, is fully 100 feet 
wide. 
W here the canal crosses the old rail­ 
road embankm ent hack of Freeport a heavy 
swinging flood-gate is set in, which permits 
the water to flow down the canal, but closes 
when the back water rises in it, as some 
winters will be the case when the Cosumnea 
and Mokelumne rivers are high. 
Ju st back 
of Freeport the caual is seen to great advan­ 
tage, and becomes a work of magnitude of 
which few Sacramentaos have any idea. 
I t 
is quite as deep and 1 irge heie as the com­ 
mercial canals r>i New York, Ohio and Indi­ 
ana. 
The excavating of the canal has done 
here for Freeport what it did for the Rocket, 
aud the earth tlirowu out forms a levee from 
the ol.i railroad embankment to the Freeport 
cross-levee—which runs to the river—ample 
to protect the village from all pos-ible b..i k 
water, and thus Freeport gams largely by 
this work. 
Compared with the o il ditch, 
which for years worried the Supervisors and 
swallowed their little appropriations, tins 
work is as 


A R IV ER TO A RIVU LET. 
Between Freeport and Beach’s L :\ke-som a 
nine miles from the city—is another ridge 
now partly cut through, where work is to lie 
done, and lietween th at lake and W hitcomb’s 
Lake is still another ridge, where the canal 
inu-t be widened and deepened. 
Bloom’s 
Lake is in the course of the canal, and there 
the flood-gate iu the Clark levee is reached. 
From there the ranal will be carried to Snod­ 
grass Slough, distant from the city some 
twenty three miles. 
The canal has been well 
made a t every point, first by hauling out with 
scra¡>ers and then by shoveling. 
It has been 
made so deep and wide th at it will be easy to 
keep it clean and prevent its filling up. 
The 
canal is now turned into a low place, an arm 
of Beach’s Lake. 
The work will ail he com­ 
pleted the coming summer, and the ti le will 
then he felt iu the caual within one mile of R 
street. 
In November last the City Surveyor, M r. 
Bassett, advised—if an arrangement could be 
made with the swamp land districts on the 
route of the canal—that a low-water flood­ 
gate be put into Snodgrass Slough at a nar­ 
row point where there is high land, nearly 
iqiposite the l.m’er end of the 1’ierson district. 
'I he slough is there but 60 fec-t wide aud the 
tide is strong. 
By such a flood-gate and the 
deepening of the canal, the water in Bloom’s, 
W hitcomb’s and Beach’s lakes, and the lakes 
in the pocket ab'Ve Freeport, could, he 
thought, be lowered from 4 to 6 feet and the 
water lie drawn entirely cut of the old lake 
west of Seventh street, from 11 to Y street. 


AND NOW T H E RESULT OF DOING GOOD. 
There never was a more vivid illustration 
of the necessity of uniformity of system, 
and of union of all interests in drainage, 
than is afforded by the narrative above given, 
and the re ult as shunt to be stated ; r.or was 
there ever presented a more striking illus­ 
tration of the folly of separate drainage 
districts, which nearly always levee «Dd drain 
as against each other and become antagonists, 
resulting in m utual harm and damage. 
The 
district l»dow Sacramento is protected from 
overflow by Sacramento north levee ; without 
th at its lauds would be a water waste to day. 
There is not an acre of bottom land below 
the ci. y w hicli would be wo.-th the bob to a 
kite but for the great embankment Sacra­ 
mento has raised along the American river, 
and which has not been a co-t to the district 
south of the city. 
Sacramento’s citizens 
paid in 1850 and the year- f.Lowing, $600,000 
for levee protection*. which keep the waters 
off the lands below the city. 
In 1862 they 
expended §68,000 more, and iu 186?, $84,000, 
and latterly, oa levees and the canal, $48,000. 
Interm edian other large sums have beeu ex­ 
pended. so that the total outlay by Sacra­ 
mento has not been less than 
ONE MILLION OF DOLLARS. 
U nder the law referred to, the C ity Trus­ 
tees, basing their estimates upon $600,000 
worth of taxable propcrlv in D istrict No. 1— 
which extend- from the city line southerly to 
a point jnst above Freeport—and which val- 


uation is adm itted to be a reasonable one, 
have presented to D istrict No. 1 a bill fur the 
-mall sum of §3 233 95, as due from that dis­ 
trict to the city as its proportion of the sum 
already advanced and expended upon the 
drainage canal, the benefits of which, as has 
btcu shown, are fully as great to the low 
lands as to Sacramento. 
B ut it is stated, and 
believed to be authentic, th at D istrict No. 1 
objects to the bill and deems it too high, and 
an issue is thus made for contest. 
Ou top of 
this objection come Messrs. Hull, Burns and 
others from H e districi -till further dowp the 
river, and ask the Legislature to set aside 
their lands and exempt them from the opcia- 
tion of the law referred to. 
Probably these 
contests will continue as long as the system 
of mauy districts prevails. 
A s it is, .Sacra­

and 
remonstrated 
last year with the southdowners about 
it, and the 
remonstrance proving inef­ 
fectual the city in self-defense went on ami 
constructed the Y -street cross levee. 
I t is a 
necessity that our drainage canal be continued 
on and brought to tide-water at Snodgrass 
slough, and it will be done, unless the stilish 
interests south of us defeat Ihe plan, which 
they can only do by adverse legislation, and 
that, it is believed, they will hardly obtain. 
In the situation, as stated, it will be seen 
that Sacramento is one of several brilliant 
examples of the lolly of six by-nine drainage 
districts, lining the river, each fighting fur its 
own hit of God’s footstool and utterly indif­ 
ferent of w hat becomes ot its neighbors. 
The City Trustees and the Trustees of Dis­ 
trict No. 1 were to meet yesterday and make 
an attem pt to compromise the present disa­ 
greement, and it is the expressed hope of citi­ 
zens familiar with the situation, th at public 
spirit and a sense of justice will prevail, and 
so result th at the drainage caual may he 
finished and made to complete the good work 
it is now doing.

REFORT OF THS FIRE COMMISSIONERS. 


Condition of th e D epartm ent—Value of 
Property L estio y td by lir e , e ta 


The annual report of the B ard i f Fire 
Commissioners L r the year ending February 
29, 18S0, was filed with the Board of City 
Trustees yesterday. 
I t shows th at the total 
expenses of the Paid Fire D epartm ent for 
the past- year were §24,225 79. 
The sal­ 
aries of men and officers amounted to $18,925. 
A new fire-alarm box has been placed at 
Seventeenth and O streets, at a cost of 
§188 65, and in response to petitions from 
taxpayers three new boxes have beeu ordered, 
and will lie put up at an early date. 
The 
report recommends the location of a steamer 
and hose cart in the eastern portion ot the 
city, as prayed for by property owners in 
that locality, and also i-eU forth th at the sum 
of §29,000 will be required for the main­ 
tenance of the departm ent during the coming 
year, and it is recoinmeuded that a tax of 29 
Cents on each 3100 be levied to raise such 
amount and pay the interest on the Fire D e­ 
partm ent bonds. 
The expenses of the de­ 
partm ent are reported as being S5.299 57 less 
last year than the preceding year, and the 
voluntary reduction of the salary of the 
Secretary 
of 
the 
Board 
from 
§75 to 
§40 
per m onth 
will 
make a 
saving 
of §420 per year. 
Chief Eugineer Sullivan's 
report, which accompanies th at of the Fire 
Commissioners, shows that the apparatus of 
the D epartm ent is all in as good order as it 
is possible to have it, but a recommendation 
is made to the effect th at the hose carts now 
in Use will have to he replaced with new ones 
at an eaily day ; also that the hook and lad­ 
der truek now iu use be exchanged for one 
more suitable to the requirement! of our rap­ 
idly growing city. 
The fire alarm telegraph, 
under the immediate supervision of J. B. Gill, 
is in first-c-lass order and works effectively. 
It is also recommended by the Chief Engineer 
that 2,000 feet of new hose be purchased, much 
of tiiat now iu use being worn out. 
The number of fires aud alarms in March 
was 5, April 4, M ay 3, June 4, Ju ly fi, A u­ 
gust 2, September 3, October 5, November (i, 
December 8, January 10, February 5 ; total, 
61. 
Property th at was insured for §20,363 was 
burned, and insurance money was paid there­ 
for amounting to §17,206.
